Applicant's attorney would like to thank Examiner Bayard for his helpful comments made 
during a telephone interview with the undersigned attorney on November 2, 2007 at which time 
Examiner Bayard indicated that the statement made at page 2 of the Notice of Allowability 
should have identified the IDS as being filed on April 29, 2004 (rather than April 29, 2007) and 
that the specific non-compliance concerning 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1) was that item 2 (the article by 
P.H. Dana) did not identify the relevant pages of said article. Although all twelve pages are 
mentioned in the original PTO-1449, the enclosed replacement IDS and PTO-1449 indicates 
that all 12 pages are relevant.
